The aotioa of the common Connell 
Friday afternoon od the license question 
was in strict accordance with the voice 
of the people of Janesville as expreesed 
at the recent municipal election, ana the 
action, therefore, is approved by a large 
majority of the people. 
Many of the 
saloon men, heretofore strongly denying 
the right of the council to exact the so­ 
called double license fee, now graceful­ 
ly submit and partly acknowledge a pos­ 
sible error cf judgment on tbeir part. 
The license question, so far as Janes* 
Ville is concerned, is now settled until 
May 1,1892. 
It is settled in aoeordance 
with the voice of the people as expieased 
in the recent election, and that voice is 
well understood by all people to mean a 
strict obedience to the laws of the state 
and ordinances of the city. 
This policy will be still stronger em­ 
phasized at the next meeting of the 
common council when Alderman Child 
will offer a resolution in effect that the 
ncnnoil will 
immediately revoke the 
license of any person convicted of a vio­ 
lation of the laws cf the state or the ordi­ 
nances of the city. 
Notwithstanding the 
fact that the 
license question superceded ell econo­ 
mic questions in the reoent election, 
every council man now occupying a seat 
In the common council favors granting 
licenses. Yet wbila these men favor 
granting licence, a majority of them 
favor law, and will bring forth every 
means to enforce that law. 
The Gazette is pleased to see so many 
c f the men engaged in the saloon busi­ 
ness express themselves as favoring this 
new policy. The paper sincerely believes
